the request by the board of edu- 
cation, is of course hidden in a 
cloud of secrecy. To this column's 
knowledge, there hasn't been any 
great clamor for a change at the 
school. Coining at the twilight of 
the educator's career the board's 
act mut»t ha\e been especially 
cutting. 


One can only surmise, in the 


absence of any clear-cut announce- 
ment, that the board must have 
had good and valid reason for the 
dismissal — more so than would 
be necessary m the case of a 
younger and more unseasoned em- 
ploye. One member hinted that the 
deliberations had been going on for 
months. 


Ihe hoard, we suppose, will, in 


<luc time, announce the reason* 
for their act. As representatives 
of the taxpayers, they owe them 
Home explanation. 
Perhaps a 


ktraightforward statement long 
ago, would have served the pur- 
pose of eliminating the specula- 
tion noxv going on. 


The decision of the North Central

George Lmdquist, local conti ac- 


tor, has estimated that it would 
take 510,000 or $15,000 to put the 
Truman school in shape. The 
school at 
Camp 
Reynoldswood 


would cost about $43,000. It can 
be reported that the NCIAARC 
campaign has rolled along splen- 
didly. If the donations of labor and 
materials, plus the cash on hand, 
could be switched to Truman 
(should the bid be successful) it 
would amount to about $6,500 to- 
ward the final remodeling cost.

term and enrollments are being 
accepted.

WASHINGTON (J) — The House 


Appropriations Committee today 


. voted the Agriculture Department 


more funds than it requested for 
next year, but accused Secretary 
Benson of "a breach of faith" with 
Congress. 


The committee sent to the House 


floor for debate next Monday a 
bill rallying $608,741.813 in cash 
and 320': million dollars in loan 
authority for the department for 
the fiscal year starting next July 1. 


This is the exact amount of caan 


the department requested through 
the Budget Bureau, but the con- 
tract authority is 45 million dol- 
lars more than had been soughr. 
The new cash is about 36 millions 
less than the department received 
tnla year,'while the loan authori- 
cation U 64 millions lew.

NIAARC Will Make Bid 
On Truman School Site 


The North Central Illinois 


Association for the Aid of Re- 
tarded Children, Inc., has de- 
cided that it will make a bid 
to purchase the old Truman 
school when it is placed on 
sale at public auction. 


In announcing its plans, the 


board of dnectors said that it was 
not necessarily abandoning its 
plans for a new building at Camp 
Reynoldswood. but that Truman 
school presented a desirable and 
immediate solution to the problem 
of housing children now enrolled 
for remedial instruction. 


The Truman school was ordered 


sold by the voters at the school 
election last Tuesday. 


Preliminary engineering surveys 


by Geoige Lmdquist, Dixon con- 


tractor, have assured the fact that 
the building is quite suitable for 
the school. 


The NIAARC said today that if 


its Truman school bid is success- 
ful, it would request all those who 
have volunteered construction aid 
for a new school, to swing their 
support to the remodeling woik to 
be done on the Truman building. 


The board foiesaw that the cost 


of remodeling the Truman school 
would be considerably less than the 
$43,000 program envisioned for a 
new school. 


The Truman school will be sold 


in the near future. The township 
board of school trustees is expect- 
ed to arrange the date. It is man- 
datory by law to dispose of them 
now, 
since they have been found 


unnecessary for public school pur- 
poses.

Catholic bishop today at- 
tacked Sen. • McCarthy

Wis) as a headline hunter. 


Bishop Bernard J. Shell, speak- 


jng- at the International Education 
Conference of the UAW-CIO, said 
Americans have been the victims 
of a "kind of shell game." He 
added : 


"We have 
been treated like 


country rubes to be taken in by a 
city slicker from Appleton." 


McCarthy, of Appleton. Wis., is 


a Catholic. Bishop Shell is an aux- 
iliary prelate to Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch, archbishop of Chicago. 


Bishop Sheil, who is the aux- 


iliary bishop of Chicago and found- 
er of the Catholic Youth Organiza- 
tion, alluded to Sen. McCarthys 
1950 charges of Communists in the 
State Department and the sena- 
tor's row with the Army and said : 


Few 


"Excitement galore there is? but 


precious few results as Commu- 
nists, supposed Communists, phan- 
tom traitors and innocent people 
ate alike pursued ftom headline to 
headline " 


The bishop said that anti-com- 


munism is a serious business and 
"not a game to be played so pub- 
licity-mad politicos can build fame 
for themselves." 


Bishop Shell said the Kremlin, 


would be pleased If this nation 
were filled with hysteria and sus- 
picion. He said that congressional 
committees have done good work 
and will do good work in the fu- 
ture. and added: "but when they 
aie cynically used to tiap head- 
lines rather than spies, they mock 
themselves and they mock us too." 


Bishop Sheil made it clear that 


he was speaking for himself as a 
citizen and not for the Catholic 
Church. 


Raps Method* 


"Although the church takes no 


position, and will not, on such a 
matter of public controveisy," the 
bishop said, "the church does take 
a position on lies, calumny, the 
absence of charity and calculated 
deceit " 


The bishop did not mention Mc- 


Carthy by name in his address but 
referred to "the junior senator 
from Wisconsin" and a "city slick- 
er from Appleton." 


McCarthy's methods, the bishop 


said, threaten to destroy the val- 
ues that set America apart from 
the Communist world by turning 
it into: 


"An America where the accused 


is guilty until he is proved inno-

"It would play light into the 


Kremlin's hands," he said in an 
Jnterviw. "It would be Just like 
cutting off your nose to spite your 
face." 


Humphrey was commenting on 


a suggestion by Senate Republican 
Leader 
Knowland of California 


that congress might delay a de- 
cision on aid to some North At- 
lantic Treaty countilea until after 
th« April 2fl five-power Geneva 
confcience, if those counttlea kept 
putting off a response to U. S. calls 
for unity against the Reds in Indo- 
china and Southeast Asia. British 
and French diplomats reportedly 
HI-C 'disinclined to fall In with the 
U. S. plan before they see what 
comes out of the Geneva meeting 
with rcpiesentativcs of Soviet Rus- 
sia and Red China.

Lower Price Supports Will Benefit 


Everyone in Long Run 


The new lowered support price for dairy products marks 


the first concrete step made in some years toward leading 
this country out of a seemingly hopeless dilemma in farm 
policy. 
„. 


The immediate beneficiaries, of course, will be the house- 


wives of America. They are finding butter prices down 10 
to 20 cents in grocery stores, with smaller drops on cheese 
and dried milk. 


But the action has deepr meaning than that. To carry 


it out, Secretary of Agriculture Benson had to resist mighty 
pressures from* some lawmakers and dairy groups insistent 
upon retaining the old, higher support prices. Benson dis- 
played notable courage in exercising the discretion on prices 
granted to him under the law. 


He was intent upon this purpose because maintenance 


of rigidly high supports had produced bewildering chaos in 
the dairy field. Butter, cheese and other items were to some 
degree priced out of the market. Cheaper oleomargarine 
capturd a substantial chunk of the butter market. 


Meantime, since there were no takers for much of the 


abnormally high dairy output produced at unrealistic prices, 
the government was compelled to store it. Storage charges, 
losses through spoilage and shortages of space, all added to 
the burdensome dilemma. 
Today the government owns some one billion pounds ol 


dairy products. It has been unable to dispose usefully of this 
huge hoard. 
,

It was to meet this problem and to try to put butter 


back into real competition with its substitutes that Benson 
used his power to cut supports. There can be no positive 
assurance this will prevent the further accumulation of sur- 
pluses. But something had to be tried, and this was a logical 
move.

Those who opposed the action offered no constructive 


alternative. They simply wished to continue the old support 
levels, on the argument that a downward change would ruin 
the industry.- A pretty good case could be made out that the 
levels they desire have taken the industry several stages 
down that road. 
Perhaps they have forgotten what happened when po- 


tato prices were kept artificially high a few years ago. The 
resulting confusion and scandalous waste produced a popular 
uproar that led to removal of all price protection for pota- 
toes. The same thing could happen to dairy products if con- 
sumers' ire were sufficiently aroused. 


It is no mean feat to protect both the dairy farmer and 


the consumer. But Benson has taken a course which has 
more hope of being consistent with that double objective 
than did the old plan. In doing so, he may have pointed the 
way to new sanity in the whole farm program.

The Doctor Says. 


As Individual, Baby Rates 
Expert Advice on His Care

It of tens' seems • thai everyone 


knows how to raise a baby—espe- 
cially those who have never had 
one. Not only do they "know" what 
to do, but they are liberal with ad- 
vice, even though.this is likely to 
be based on folklore and prejudice. 


Most of the lime, a now mother 


with her first bom is completely 
confused by well-meaning ndvlce 
from a 
long line of relatives, 


friends and neighbors. 


Usually, such advice, is worth 


what is paid for it — exactly 
nothing. 
Although given with the 


best of intentions, what one person 
says is quite likely to be exactly 
the opposite of the suggestions pro- 
vided by another.

state of utter confusion. 


There are some points in this 


connection which I should like to 
bring out, and which are based on 
nn excellent book written a few 
years ago by the late Dr. C. Ander- 
son Aldrich and Mrs. Aldrich. It 
Is called "Babies arc Human Be- 
ings." 


I hope this is still in print. In 


any event, the main theme is that 
babies should not all be treated 
alike, because their individual per- 
sonalities must have a change to 
develop. 


As the Aldriches pointed out, 


babies are different even at birth, 
[n a^ hospital nursery for new- 
boms' a great difference can be 


noticed between one baby nnd 
another, in appearance nnd be- 
havior, not only by the parents 
but by other careful observers. 


One question which the Aldriches 


discuss Is about fondling or loving 
babies. Conscientious mothers often 
ask whether fondling is proper. 


Of course, a baby should not have 


too much or indiscriminate fond- 
IhiRk by friends and relatives. Like 
everything else, this matter can be 
overdone. The more people who 
come In close contact with the baby 
the greater the chance of giving the 
infant some Infection. 
, 


To feel that a mother and father 


should not give the infant physical 
affection, however, is to inflfct Un- 
intentional cruelty on the child. 


Everyone thrives on some affec- 


tion, infants most of all. Of course, 
it is good to fondle babies—good 
for the baby and gt>od for the par- 
ents. This does NOT mean bouncing 
a baby around roughly or exposing 
it to colds or Infections. 


Two principals 
should 
govern 


your conduct: Treat a baby as you 
would like to be treated if you were 
young and helpless, and remem- 
ber that signs of affection arc ap- 
preciated even before A child can 
talk. The rewards of proper hand- 
ling in infancy are reaped when the 
child gets older. To make these re- 
wards even more bountiful, it might 
he wise to follow expert advice 
nnd ignore the rest.

care of polio patients. 


Previously, March of Dime* 


funds have been divided equally 
between the national foundation 
and the local chapter. However, 
because of this year's extensive 
program of vaccination, money is 
needed in the prevention fund. 


Jones said this means there will 


be less money available to th« 
local chapter for care of area polio 
patients. 


He added because of this, and 


the fact many old cases still re- 
quire hospitalization and medical 
care, the executive committee of 
the local chapter can no longer pay 
medical expenses for area pa- 
tients, except in cases where fam- 
ilies are practically destitute. 


Last year. Lee county contrib- 


uted $10,700 to the drive, half of 
which was turned over to the na- 
tional foundation. Later, upon re-

McCar- 
thy (R-Wis) which tended to "in- 
cite murder or assassination." ' 


The true bill, announced Thurs- 


day by Federal Judge Roger T. 
Foley, contained a copy of a col- 
umn Greenspun wrote in the Sun 
which said: 


"Sen. Joe McCarthy has to come 


to a violent end . .-. but I would 
hate to see some 'simpleton get the 
chair for such a public service as 
getting rid of McCarthy." 


The indictment alleged t h a t 


Greenspun on Jan. 8, 1954, "de- 
posited 874 Morning Sun papers 
containing non-mailablc matter." 


Greenspun said in Los Angeles 


when-told of the indictment:

HANOI. Indochina HI—The Com- 


tmmisl-lcd Vietminh unleashed a 
"violent" artillery bombardment 
on Dien Bien Pliu today in what 
might be a prelude to a new in- 
fantry as.sualt oj» the besieged 
French fortress in northwest Indo- 
china. 


A French communique said the 


defenders 
answered 
back 
with 


tremendous barrages as the rebels 
rained down thousands of shells 
from their 105 and 75mm. artillery 
and heavy mortars in the hilts en- 
circling the French-held plain. 


Such artillery stepups have her- 


alded the Vitcminh's two previous 
attempts lo overrun the fortress, 
a two-day wave of assaults begin- 
ning March 13 and six days of re- 
peatejl attacks on various corners 
of the plain's defenses which end 
last Monday. 


Some French army sources, how- 


ever, still' believed the Vietminh 
icnewal would not conic for an- 


other "four or fiv* days." 


The artillery duel started after 


the French had reported the lull 
in the Dien Bicn Phu area had 
continued through its fourth sue- 
cesivo night. 


The French defenders and their 


rebel besiegers were using the 
"calm" to intensify their feverish 
buildup of men and supplies for 
the expected showdown "Battle of 
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Geneva." 


Mint Strike Soon 


It was clear the Vietminh would 


have to strike soon, however, if 
they hope to win it big victory be- 
fore the East-West conference on 
Asia opens In Geneva April 26. 


Further south in Indochina, King 


Norodom Sihanouk of C a m b o dia 
ordered general mobilization in his 
kingdom and announced he would 
appeal 
to the 
United 
Nations 


against Vietminh aggression there. 
About two battalions of Vietminh 
ciossod into Cambodia for Laos 
eight days ago.

"It's a hell of a note." Wilson 


said, "when the Army gets itself 
into a fix where a private can tell 
the generals in the Pentagon what 
to do." 


Wilson, who commanded troops 


in North Africa and Europe during

'Stereotyped? 
Says Educator

CHICAGO Oft—Most college boys 


aiming to become doctors take 
such 
"stereotyped" 
non-cultural 


courses that they "even begin to 
look and speak alike," a nationally- 
known educator says. 


Chancellor Lawrence A. Kimplon 


of the University of Chicago, say- 
ing that would-be physicians need 
knowledge of "humanizing" sub- 
jects if they want to prepare for 
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the position of leadership expected 
of them, told the annual meeting 
of the American College of Physi- 
cians last night: 


"The doctor as a leader should 


know lite true and the good, and 
it could do no harm if he appreci- 
ated the beautiful. 


"But I for one •am shocked by 


Uie typical premcdical curriculum. 
Youngsters presenting; themselves 
for 
candidacy to our 
medical 


schools show a monotonous and 
unvarying stereotype of training 
involving prescribed units of scien- 
tific subjects 


He said that because of the 


"difficulty" of entrance into med- 


ical schools, tho youngster pre- 
paring for such a school "plays 
it 
safe 
and does not monkey 


around with cultural courses that 
the 
(medical school) admission 


committees do not pay any atten- 
tion to anyway." 


But he added: 
"The typical premedical curri- 


culum runs a serious risk of'edu- 
cating out of the student the cre- 
ativity, the critical appreciation, 
the ability to think, which are so 
necessary a part of leadership. 
Pre-medics even begin to look and 
speak alike.-"

McCarthy Defends Method 
Of Examining His Witnesses 


(Kditor'e note—In an exclusive 


interview, two veteran AP rev 
porters asked Sen. Joseph Me- 
Carthy about his political plan*.

WASHINGTON Oft— Is Sen. Mc- 


Carthy running for president? Is 
he trying to capture control of the 
Republican party? 


The Wisconsin senator answers 


"no" to both questions in this re- 
corded interview with The Asso- 
ciated Press. Participating also 
was Roy M. Cohn, chief counsel of 
McCarthy's investigating commit- 
tee. Here are the questions, and 
McCarthy's answers: 


Q—Senator, there has been a 


great deal of speculation on the 
question of whether >ou are run- 
ning for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination in 1955, or a later 
year. 
McCarthy—The answer is defi- 


nitely nd. 


Q—Along that line, are you 


trying to. capture the Republican 
party in any way. 
A—Definitely not. Any such at- 


tempt on the part of any one sen- 
ator would be ridiculous. 


Q—You !»aid you are not tryhig 


to capture the Republican party. 
Do you want to be the power be- 
hind the throne and have a, pow- 
erful voice in naming the next 
Republican 
presidential 
nomi- 


nee? Is that one of your objec- 
tives? 
A—Would I like to have some- 


thing to say about naming the 
next? 


Q—More than just something. 
A—I generally campaign for a 


man who I think would be the best 
candidate. I assume 1 will cam- 
paign for the, man who I think 
could be the best Republican presi- 
dent again. 


Q—At this point you have said, ' 


I think recently, that Eisenhow- 
er's batting average is so high 
that jou would campaign for him 
in 19."fi. I assume that batting 
average Is maintained. 
A—I think his batting average is 


good. I would campaign for him if 
he were running today. 


Q—In a televised speech, Nov. 


24, 1953. you said, "Let us glance 
at a few cases where our batting 
average Is zero, where we struck 
out in our efforts to rid the gov- 
ernment of Reds anil pro-Reds." 
Do you believe that the average 
is higher now or lower? 
A—At that time I said I thought 


the average was high. I discussed 
the John Paton Davies case. I 
thought our batting average was 
zero in that case. 


(John Paton Davies is a career 


diplomat whose loyalty has been 
challenged by McCarthy. He has 
been cleared seven times by State 
department loyalty-security boards 
and once by the government's top 
loyalty review board in the Tru- 
man administration. Secretary of 
State Dulles announced March 23 
that Davies will go before a special 
security board to clear up "con- 
flicting points" raised in a new in- 
vestigation of his record. Davies 
currently is counselor to the U. S. 
embassy at Lima. Peru.) 


I think-President Eisenhower's 


batting average was good then. I 
still think it is good. I don't expect 
we will ever have a president, no 
matter how good he is, who will 
be perfect all the time. That is one 
of the reasons why you have' a 
congress. 


If you could elect a- president 


who was a perfect individual, he 
wouldn't need the checks of the 
congress. 


CJ—It lia> born frequently as- 


serted that you arc deliberately 
pro\oking a light \\ith the Presi- 
dent. Is tlyit true in any way? 
A—I think If you just examine 


who does the shoutmg> you might 
get the answer to that'. Whenever 
I dig out a Communist who was 
brought in by the old administra- ' 
tion, I find someone like the Al- 
sops. Edward R. Murrow or Drew 
Pcar?on shouting that McCarthy is 
starting a fight with the Piesident.

haidly answer it. I am doing the

A Peculiar Endorsement 


That distinguished son of a distinguished father, 


Preston F. Grandon, who runs the Sterling Gazette, 
has been carrying on an unusual campaign in the 
editorial columns of his newspaper. 


Day after day his "It Seems To Me" departmenl 


has been filled with dire threats and dark hints ol 
sensational disclosures of grave misdeeds in the 
Republican party in Whiteside county which he is 
just about ready to make. 


Thus far, no disclosures of any consequence 


have been made. He has made broad hints and 
veiled threats, but he has named no names nor 
cited any facts to support his charges that all is not 
as it should be among the Republicans. 


He was stirred to an even more heated outburst 


a few days ago when he heard that a lawyer in the 
county had said that Grandon must be turning into a 
Democrat. 


Replying to this indirect accusation Mr. Grandon 


wrote that he was not the sort of "dumb fool" who 
would operate a Democratic newspaper in a county 
that just doesn't elect Democrats. He didn't indicate 
what sort of a "dumb fool" he might acknowledge 
himself to be, but a sortie into Democratic political 
affairs which he made in his issue of Saturday, April 
8, might provide some clues. 


. In that issue the Sterling editor, under the head- 


ing, "Rep. Hubert Considine Has Had a Good 
Record," endorses a man whom even the hardiest 
of Democrats are finding it increasingly difficult to 
tolerate. 


His tepid endorsement of Considine is based on 


the statement that "according to some of his friends, 
who checked his record at Springfield, they were 
pleased and surprised to find that during the final 
weeks of the legislature last year, he was absent 
only two days." 


Considine's friends must indeed have been sur- 


prised, for that same House Journal shows that he 
failed to vote on 398 roll calls during the last eight 
weeks of the session. 


. There is a simple explanation for this apparent 


conflict in the record, in case Mr. Grandon cares to 
nquiro a bit further than "some of Considine's 
riends." 


Those familiar with the operations of the Legis- 


lature know that it's a simple matter for a Represent- 
ative to get himself marked present when he actually 


not present. 


The real test of his attention to duty is whether 
votes on most of the bills offered, and how he 


votes on those bills. 


The House Journal shows—and Considine has 


not challenged this statement—that he failed to vote 
on 398 roll calls during the final eight weeks of the 
last session. 


His two Republican colleagues from this district 


voted on nearly all of the roll calls that he missed, 
each of them recording his vote on well over 300 of 
the same 398 roll calls that Considine missed. 


How can any intelligent newspaper editor ser- 


iously endorse such a record? 


If Mr. Grandon is willing to take Considine, 


whose sorry record is a notorious and well known* 
fact, what does this stand do to his childish blather- 
ings about dark secrets within the inner circle of 
the Republican party? 


If the documentation of his complaints against 


the Republicans—if he ever specifies them—is no 
better than his documentation of his endorsement of 
Considine, he has a weak case indeed.

Old-time political observers in Whiteside county 


recall that this is not the first time the Sterling Ga- 
zette has taken a most peculiar position in a political 
campaign. 


This same newspaper, the only daily in the 


county, by the way, gave an apt demonstration of its 
political leadership back in 1932. At that time Len 
Small was the Republican candidate and Henry 
Horner was the Democratic nominee. The Gazette 
couldn't stomach Small, but it couldn't bring itself to 
endorse the Democrat, Horner. So it advised its 
readers "to place an X before the Socialist candidate 
for Governor." 


The record shows that a grand total of 176 


Whiteside county citizens voted for the Gazette's 
choice. 


However, 10,357 Whiteside county voters ig- 


nored the Gazette's sage advice and voted for Small, 
and another 7,231 were equally unimpressed and 
cast their votes for Horner. 


In summary: 
For the Gazette's choice, 176; 


against 17,588; roughly, 100 to 1.

When the votes are counted next Tuesday it will 


be interesting to see how much political influence 
the Gazette has gained since 1932. 


It will be interesting also to observe whether 


Democratic voters want to accept this mealy- 
mouthed endorsement by a Republican newspaper 
and vote for Considine, or whether they want to rely 
on the facts and vote for—
